Brenence of the Man Had Never Neen
Suspected _Lived by Foraging

CHAMBERLAIN, 8. D., Nov. 8.—(8pecial )
~In noveln it is nothing strange to read of
heroen oF cutlaws, as the case may be, living
for years without detgction In caves In the
heart of thiockly settled communities, but
such cases in real e are extremely rare.
Therefore interest w added to the story of
Cyrus B, Miller, who escaped from the Lin-
ooln, Neb.,, pesitentlory, and for Lwo years
lived under a school house In the most popu-
lous gortion of Blue Barth county Minmesota,
Without detection. His strange rendezvous
would not have been discovered even then
hiad he not for n moment jest hig customary
nerve and glven the mntier away himeelf.
A fodarsl officlal and mombers of his family
who have returned here from a visit with
rolstives at Mankato, Minn., furnish the
writer the detslls of this most remarkable
canp, which will ecome before the grand
Jury which ponvenes in that city on the 10th
inst, One day last summer while Sheriff
I T. Bowen of Blue Earth eounty was on
his way to town from i business trip lo the
country, while crosdng o bridge some miles
out, digeovered a bleyele 'n some under-
growth eiear the road, its ponition indleating
that an effort bad Loen made to conceal It
Inguiry in town proved that the bieyele had
been gtolon.

was indedd correct,  The stracture 18 one-
stery In helght snd Is constrocted of brick.
At the rear Is an old-fashioned brick ¢him
noy, which, ne exatpination proved, was of

great value to Miller in successfully hiding
and living for the pevind of two yeirs undor
a public bullding In o thickly settled com
munity.

DMISPLAYS GREAT CUNNING.

The cunning dieplayed by him proves that
he Is one of tho shrewdest crimipals with
whom western offfcers have gver had to deal.
Seuring accesa to the interior of the schonl
house after §t had bejo deserted by the
pupile and teacher, he had skillfully removed
n section of the wamscoting on the inside
of the buallding dlrectly oppesite the chim-
ney. The boards were sawed very carefully
fust under the wolding, along the top and
acrogg the bottom on a level with the floor.
Then, by sawing downward along the grooves
between the boards, u small door was formed,
which escaped detection by the puplls or
other gartics, The door hadl hooks on the
Insido, with which to fascen it and prevent
1t being opencd from the school reom slde
In the event that it was dlacovered while
Miller was In the cave. He then dug down
fnside the lower part of the clilmney and by
this means tunneled utaer the school house.

Here he excavated o large room and the
fngeruity of this really remarkable man
was ngain  demonstrated by the method
adopted to get rid of the dirt yemoved in
order to form the room. Fhe earth was
packed between the Jolsts holding the floor
and held by boards palled on the under
glde, and thus made a reteptacle for the

surplus dirt, as well as formed a dead wall
through which no sound eould penetrate (0
glve warning to thoxe in the room above of
tho gresence of the gitive.

MADE HOME-LIKE,

Thoe room was well finished on the sides
ecelling and floor and had been neatly papered,
Oa  the walls were pasted 4 number  of
sietehes made by Miller on ordinsry white
pager, dark strips of paint having been ron
arounid the edmes Lo represent frames. A
large stock of books and magazings was
found in this strange atuode and the fact
that they were all of fest-olass character
proved that Miller was o man of some oduca-
tlon and eefinement, A and bpd-
ding, table agld other furniture and articles,
an well aa a full supply of cooklng utenxlls,
had been thken to the underground room to
add to the comfort of the occupant. Smoke
from the stove was conveyed by a slove
pipe to the chimney at the rear of the school
hovae and was thus carrled away without
exolting cuviosity, ‘The larger articles, sueh
&8 the bed stove, table, ete., had been low-
ercd Into the soom through an opening from

the school room, which had been made for
the express purpoge. The stove (n the school
room sal a sbort distance In front of the
glatform wpon which the teacher had her
desk. The stove had under it a large sheet of
#lne.  The bmards forming the floor of the
school reom ran fRom the platform toward

the stove. Miller sawed the boards off just
voder the odge of the platform and under
the edge of the zine, then siwed nlong the

eracks at cach end to copnect with the formar

cuts and by thiz momns made a trap door
which duarlug the two years excaped detec-
tion. This was used solely for lowering
farge artidles folo the cavern belew  and

Durng these timesg Miller
could kave ascendod to o position just Le-
hind wt the deor through the walnseoting
and listen unobserved to the musle,
PFORAGED HIS LIVING.

Millor obtaloed food by prowilng through
the surrounling farmlng countey at ulght
and robbing hoenrdosts, taking vegetables ang
fruite from’ gavdens and orohards; by taking

produce from wogons found hitehed aoy-
where in the vicinlty, and by the maoy
meana which In a well settled and rieh

farniing reglon makes |4 so casy for the per-
son so disposed 1o obtain large quantities of
provislons of various kinds Fre uently
farmere who had at nlght hitehed (helr
teams o front of somb country store or
other place would find them missing, A day
or two later thay would be surprised by re-
celviog anonymous leiters telling them thot
if they would call st a certaln place they
gould recover thelr team and wegon, Coin-
pllance with the Instructions In  these lot-
ters always roeulted in the recovery ol Lhe
nilesing teams and wagons Miller's pur
pose In thus temwporarily  conflscating  the
tonms anid wagons of furmers was to haul to
hir retreat articles which he had seoured cn
Lis foraging expeditions, bul which were too
large or bulky 1o be carried by hilmself.
Sacks of flour and other proviglons disap-
peared regularly from  eellars  and  [rom
farmers’ wagons which had at night Dbeen
left alope for even a minute or two In the
vicinity of Miller's abode, Farwmers' cows
were found milked lu the morping, but
these deprodations were Ilald oun the tramps
constantly wandering through the country
aud no one suspected for an lustant that
there wan a foom under the school bouse
and that the ovcupant eof the curlous quar-
ders waE the party who was the cause of
all the varnest swearing because of the dis-

KEPT VERY BHADY,
During the day Miller remalned quietly
In his reireat, only emerging after @iightfall,
S0 careful wan he In his movemenis that a
farmer and his family who tived ouly n stiort
digtance away from the school house never
obsorved anything out of the way there or
noted any suEpicious movementa The tcacher
of the sehool never notleed a track In the
school house, Miller must have beva very
careful in entering his ecave through the
wthool, or golng from 11, for there was never

After the confession of Miller all the people
for miles around came to eve Jhe wonderful
weiderground home, aned after a time, 5o in-
terime hecame the curlosity of the people,
the oMeers of the school digtrlet determined
to charge a small admisslon fee to those
wishing to Inspeet the sirange retreat
Finally the ¢rush of sightseers grew o euch
proportions that the school oficors declided
to fill In and destroy all teace of the cave
Since Miller's arrest ft bas been ascertained
tkat he in a fugitive from the Nebriska au-
thorities, haviog made his escape from the
penitentiary at Lincoln by cilmblog up
through a hollow wall by réemoving brick
after brick as he proceeled upward to
freedom. It ko sald that for some days he
had saved a small portion of Bis ratlons, and
these were ourefully preserved to sustain
him Auring his desperéte but patlent effort
to excape, Progress In the wall was neoes-
warily slow, and for three days afier hie
dissppearance from his cell, while the sur-
rounding country was being searched for
him, he was In the penltentinry wall glowly
working hls way out, He I8 cvertainly a
remarkable man,

HOLDS THE “ EHXPOSITION LIABDLE.

Must PFay for Valuuble Goods
stroyed hy Fire,

CHICAGD, Nov, 8 —Judge Grosscup of the
federal bench today handed down an orinlon
holding the Worll's Columbian Exposition
company reésponsible for the loss to the
Freeich republic and the French exhibitors
by reason of the fire of the night of Junuary
B, 1884. The loss to the PFrench republie
conslsted of some fine Beauvals and Gobelln
tapestries, and two magnificent Sevres vasen
meide for ornaments at the entrance to the
Chamber of Deputies. The French republic
vlaimed $60:000 on lts direct loss acd $10,000
mora by reason of delay and extra expenses
attending the fire. Half a dozen private ox-
hibitors from France had a loss of 315,000
combined., The court did not fix the amount
of damages to be pald by reason of the fact
that It appeared thst some ol the private
exhibitore had collected lpsurance and the
court desires it toappear that the suits were
brought In the Interest of the 'msurance
company and be llmited to the mmount of
Insurance,

He is thoroughly Americanized and dmbued
with a love for Amerloin Institutions that le
rather unusual in natlves of China. He prom-
Ises that the Chinede exhibit shall be an in-
structive lesson to Awmericans, showing the
wonldertul resources of the northern districts
of Chlna und introducing to the American
pubilic a =ource ol supply which hus, here-
totore, been altogether negleeted. He s
most enthusiastic over the outlook for an
exhiblt ind bas organized a company, known
a8 the Normh Qhina Trading aad Manufac-
turitg comprny, and agents are already o
the field in China, selecting the people and
paraphervalby which will make up the ex-
hibit showlibg tie rescurces of thls part of
e world,

NORTHERN CHINA'S RESOURCES,

_MThe principal Industries  of northern
China," says Coemmlssioner oo, “are the
muking of silk and the growing of tea. The

aRricultural resources of the country will
be' gurprising to many Americans and our
mothods of masufadturing food products for
Immedigte consumption, as well as for pre-
servation, are, in many respects, faor superlor
to the methods in use in this country, |

This tea will be glven awiy. 1t s quite high
ine price and the entlre ¢rop Is wsually con-
sumed’ In China.

“In the agricultural section I shall have
Implements for t1Ung the soll which wil
be a revelstion to farmers and manufpcturers
of agricultural implements in this country,
The people of Amerion are very proud of the
cereal they call ‘lmdlan corn,' but in my
country we cultivated thils same corn 2,000
years before England waea discovered. We
make a great many dishes of corn In various
forms which people in this country never
heard of. Weo also have methods for pre-
paring other food which are coneeded by
gourmets to be far superlor to the methods
pmcticed by any other nation. In the various
manufacturlng lines, the Chinese exhibit wiil
be comprehensive. We have mothods of
manufacturing which produce results which
have never been reached in thle country.
It I8 true we have no labor-saving ma-
chinery, nor do we went any, as our lmmenge
population must be kept employed, but the
methods of manufaeture, which would be ut-
terly impractleable Im this country, result in
the production of artieles of all kKinds which
are yvory desirable In America and lere,
again, the commerclal aspect of the matter
la presented.

“1 ecan assure the people Interested In the
exposition,' sald Foo, In conciusion, ‘‘that
the Chinese exhibit will be one of the most
satisfactory of any on the grovods,”

Taking ONF of o Well Known
Firemnn Provolies Inguiry.
There le considerable mystery surronnding
the death of James Traynor, who died sud-
denly in the county jali Sunday moring,
which may lead to an inguest being held by
Coroner Burket, Trayvnor was plched up by

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the polles in a hallway at 311 South
Twelfth  strect about § o'clock  Saturday
monuing, When takien to the city Jjall he

wan found to be sulleriug from severe nery-
ous prostration, being then In a state of
collapse. He was charged with belug drunk,
but his condition was B0 ezrious he was sent
to the county jafl that he mignt recuperate,
oJaller George Shind glves the following
vorslon of what happened at the county jaill:
"Traynor wis ¢xceedingly nervous and anked
me for some nervine to brage- him up. =1
handaed him a vmall dose-ofthe me licine, and
as he took It through the bars he keeled over
backward to the hard stone pavement. Wo
picked him up, but the fall ecemed to have
injured him quite ladly. He recovered after-
ward to some extent, and he wias placed on
4 cot In the general cell. Joseph Kastner
and Frank B. Gee, who I8 a physiclan, at-
tended him durlng Saturday oight, and up
to the time of his death, which oceurred
about 5 o'clock Sunday mornlug. 1 was told
by Dr. Biythin, the county physlcan, that
Traynor dled of alcoholism. It {8 possible,
however, that that fall be recelved may have
had gomething to do with his death."

When takee to the morgue Traynor's body
was closely examined. The right eye of
the deceased was found 1o be badly dis-
colored, as If from the affects of a powerful
blow. ‘T'he back of his hewd., which should
huve been badly eontused according to the
statements made by thellumates of the jafl,
war found free from agy brulse, It was the
oplilon of the coroner that Traynor's death
might have been caumed by a blood clot due
to some blow,

(reorge Shand, Frsmk B, Gee and Louls
Kunstner all deny that Traynor was struck
by any one while he wae in the jail, They,
however. give no ressons for the discolora-
tion of the deceased eye, except thit the
fall to the #tone pavement may have caused
i, Dr, Blythin sald this morning that it
was possible that the discoloration resulted
from a rupture of a blood vessel In the
skull, the blood flowlng, after riger mortis

Trayrnor left the fire department, aftey
several yeirs' service, about nine mopths
Agn.

from n Sewer,

City Engineer Hosewater has a
which is interesting as an Indloation of o
of the freaks of nuture. It ls an example of
the remirkable growth of the reote of shail
trees wilith constitiites a seriour problem 4n
power work In eltles tha: are extensively
shaded, This purtlewlar freak wah securud
by Sewer Ingpector Mike Led from the four.
Inch. gewer which connects with the Jacobs
rosidence at Twesly-first  streer  and  Si
Mary's avenue. From a tiny root scarcely
one-eighth of an inch In diamater has sprung
a solid mass of suwiller roots, Lhat filled the
sewer as solldly as though they f©ud been
tampod In with a4  bar, The roots seek
maolsture underground Just as the follage
seeks the sustenance of the sun

curloslty

and raln
This particular root found [is way into the
sewoer through a slight imperfeetion In ooe
of the joints. 1t was pourished by the sewer-
ago ang shot out hpndreds of tiny ouf-
growtha wilch developed In luxurfaut pro-
tusion.  The sower was flually stopped and
all efforts to flugh it out were unavalling.
When It was opened It was found that the
fmmense number of Infinteslmal roots had
packed It from om end to the other. The
plpe had to be broken In order to get the
roots out and when they were removed thoy
remalned in a solid roll equal to the Inalide
dlampter of the sewer.  HEyen theé junctions
were exactly reproduced and xlie rootg were
50 tighitly packed together that they could
not be separated except by tearipg them
apart plecemenl. They lookeld almost like a
roll ol asbestos and this 8 of under
ground vegetution was depend®st on the sin-
glo root that had crept through the joint
In the sewer. Inspector Lee paye that thers
aro a number of similar oiges In the sewers
In the heavily shaded distriets fn the north-
crn part of the elty and it Js only a question
of a shiart time when several pleces of main
sewer will linve to he taken up to free them
from theso rank growths,

This Is the first trouble of the sore that
hus occurred in Omaba, but In the oldor east
ern citles it I8 of frequent oceurronce. Wuash-
ton la one of the masgt beavily shaded
§ in the United States and  there all
sewers are congtructed with a partieular vlew
to. shutting out the roots, The lengtis of
plpe are ot only cemented together, but the
Jolnts are completely er it a solld hoip
of cement, which leaves no aperture through

which the roots con enter; At the moe:ing

JUDGE KEYSOR HOLDS TH.M TO BE VAL'D

Dectalon In Nates Aunlnst MoGueokin

According to the terms of a declsion

property which the plaintiff wias seeking to
sooure was a hoiestend In which she had
an interost. lesues were Joined and the chso
went o trind, but  the decision wis pot
handed down untll now,

In paesing upon the case, Judge Koysor
held that the fact that the couple had lived

together for senrs and that there ware
Chlldien who  were the issue, there vwas an
tmpliod  marriage contract, and that the

wile had dn lnterest o the homestead. The
morigage win held invalld, The case will
he appealed, as 10 Is the  desire  of the
